Gorbachev denounces anti-Semitism 


MOSCOW — Breaking decades of silence by Soviet leaders, President 
Mikhail S. Gorbachev on Sunday sharply denounced hatred for Jews and 
bemoaned their exodus from the Soviet Union. 

Gorbachev’s statement was carried by the Tass news agency on Sunday and 
read the night before at a ceremony marking the 50th anniversary of the Nazi 
ae of thousands of Jews at Babi Yar, ina suburb of the Ukrainian capital 
of Kiev. 

Gorbachev said persecution of Jews did not end in the Nazi era. 

In Soviet society today, he said, “Social expressions of anti-Semitism have 
not been surmounted and certain reactionary circles are exploiting this fact.” 

Soviet and foreign Jewish leaders have been pressing Gorbachev for several 
years to speak out against anti-Semitism. 

He may have finally decided to do so now because since the August coup, he 
has been free of the hard-liners who resisted condemnation of anti-Semitism. 

Gorbachev may also have wanted to please foreign Jewish leaders who 
could support his drive for international aid for his country’s ailing economy. 

Many of the 1.4 million Soviet Jews say they are harassed daily and fear a 
revival of the pogroms aimed at Jews in Russia at the turn of the century. 

Jewish writers have been beaten, anti-Jewish graffiti has appeared and 
leaflets that openly borrow from Hitler are distributed. 


Hostages may have ‘very good news’ 


DAMASCUS, Syria — American hostage Terry Anderson, appearing health- 
ier than in the past, said in a videotape obtained by Cable News Network on 
Sunday that his captors told him they would soon have “very good news” for 
the Western hostages. 

The tape was accompanied by a statement in Arabic, signed by Islamic 
Jihad, saying the tape was a continuation of the process that started with the 
release of Briton John McCarthy in August. 

In the 12-minute tape, Anderson, 43, who has been a captive for 61/2 years, 
described his joy upon hearing a radio broadcast of the daughter he had never 
seen. Anderson also spoke of how he and fellow captives passed the time with 
chess, talk and magazines. 

Anderson, the chief Middle East correspondent for The Associated Press, 
called on all-parties to accelerate the negotiations aimed at an overall swap to 
free the Western hostages and some Arab detainees. 

CNN said it had obtained the tape, made earlier Sunday in Beirut, from a 
Lebanese production company. 


Serbs try to bring Croatia to its knees 


ZAGREB, Yugoslavia — Embattled Croatia moved to a “war footing” Sun- 
day, handing out guns and uniforms to new volunteers, while federal 
warplanes struck positions near the republic’s capital. 

The European Community threatened trade and economic sanctions against 
Yugoslavia’s warring parties unless the fighting stopped by Monday midnight. 
But Croation forees and the federal army and Serb guerrillas continued 
battling throughout the republic. 

The army — facing desertions, morale problems, armor captured by the 
Croats and the approach of winter weather — appeared to be trying to strike a 
decisive blow to bring Croatia quickly to its knees. 

“They are throwing everything they have at us,” Croatian Information 
Minister Branko Salaj said. 

Croatian officials, apparently following President Franjo Tudjman’s call to 
arms late Saturday, said they had begun mobilizing volunteers in areas where 
there were enough weapons. 


“We are making all military preparations that we can, putting Croatia ona _ 


war footing,” Salaj said. “We can’t go back anymore.” 


Sexual allegations may tip Thomas vote 


WASHINGTON — Supreme Court nominee Clarence Thomas “very force- 
fully denied” allegations by a law professor that he sexually harassed her when 
she worked for him a decade ago, a Republican senator said Sunday. The 
White House dismissed the accusations as “unfounded.” 

But Democratic senators called the accusations very serious and one said a 
delay in Tuesday’s scheduled confirmation vote might be necessary. 

Thomas himself made no comment on the allegations by Anita Hill. 

The University of Oklahoma law professor told the Judiciary Committee 
last month that Thomas had detailed scenes from pornographic movies to her 
when she worked in the early 1980s as his legal assistant at the Department of 
Education and the Equal Employment Opportunity Commission, according to 
a source familiar with the allegations.

Bomb threat evacuates Harman Building 


A bomb threat Friday caused the evacuation of 350 to 400 people from the 
Harmon Building, said H. Brent Harker, associate director of public communi- 
cations for BYU. 

University Police received a call Friday at 11:40 a.m. from a male, Harker 
said. “He said he was with an organization that had put a bomb in the Harmon 
Building that was set to go off in the afternoon.” 

The caller said the purpose of the bomb was to show the vulnerability of the 
LDS Church. Harker said the caller seemed to have an accent at first, but it 
went away. He gave no specifics as to where the bomb was, when it would go 
off or the name of the organization, Harker said. 

Because of the potential threat, University Police called the Provo City 
Police and the Utah County Sheriffs Office, said University Police Chief 
Robert Kelshaw. Bomb-sniffing dogs were also brought in. 

Harker said nothing was found after a complete search of the building. 

“The details of the threat warranted an evacuation of the building,” Harker 
said.

Elder Packer warns of intellectual dangers:

Elder Boyd K. Packer, a member of 
the Quorum of The Twelve, Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints, 
warned members of the Church 
against the “dangers of participating 
in symposia which concentrate on 
doctrine and ordinances and measure 
them by intellect alone.” 

Elder Packer spoke at the Satur- 
day afternoon session of the Church’s 
161st General Conference. 

“There is safety in learning doc- 
trine in gatherings which are spon- 
sored by proper authority,” Elder 
Packer said. 

“But some members, even some 
who have made covenants in the tem- 
ple, are associating with groups of one 
kind or another which have an ele- 
ment of secrecy about them,” he said. 

These groups “pretend to have 
some higher source of inspiration con- 
cerning the fulfillment of prophecies 
than do ward or stake leaders or the 
general authorities of the Church,” 
Elder Packer said. 

“There are counterfeit revelations, 
which we are warned, ‘shall deceive 
the very elect, who are the elect ac- 
cording the covenant,” Elder Packer 
said. 

“The Lord commanded, ‘Assemble 
yourselves together, and organize 
yourselves,...continue in prayer and 
fasting...teach one another the doc- 
trine of the kingdom...and-my grace 
shall attend you, that you may be in- 
structed more perfectly in theory, in 
principle, in doctrine, in the iaw of the 
gospel, in all things that pertain unto 
the kingdom of God, that are expedi- 
ent for you to understand,” he said. 

Elder Packer also spoke of rever- 
ence and how it relates to revelation. 

“For the past several years we 
have watched patterns of reverence 
and irreverence in the Church, ” El- 
der Packer said. 

“While many are to be com- 
mended, we are drifting. We have

BYU’s Pre-Marriage and Family 
Therapy Student Association is the 
first of its kind nationwide, said Russ 
Crane, director of marriage and fam- 
ily therapy graduate programs in the 
department of family sciences.

“The association is designed to ex- 
pose students to what their field of 
study has to offer them, what they 
can offer their field, and to help im- 
prove their odds of getting into a good 
graduate program,” Crane said. 

The newly-founded association is 
currently in the process of preparing 
a proposal that will be submitted to 
BYUSA to obtain their official associ- 
ation status, said Rick Meeves, 26, a 
senior from Denver, Colo., majoring 
in psychology.

Marriage and family therapy is one 
of the fastest growing fields in the 
mental health field, said Meeves.

People who are physically active 
have a more positive outlook on their 
self-concept, hypothesizes David 
Stimpson, chair of the psychology de- 
partment. 

Stimpson said a person’s self-con- 
cept may vary as a function of the life 
experience they are having. 

-. Stimpson said there are three kinds 
of self-concept. 

“First, is the physical self-concept, 
which is how an individual views their 
own make-up. This can be a favorable 
or negative feeling,” Stimpson said. 

“Secondly, is the personal self iden- 
tity. This would be how an individual 
views themselves psychologically.” 
Stimpson said on a survey this area 
might be evaluated with a question 
such as, “Do you consider yourself a 
warm, friendly person?” 

- Third, is an individual’s social iden- 
tity, Stimpson said. This is how a per- 
son views himself with regard to their 
relations with others. 

Stimpson said he will be collecting 
data from a variety of males and fe- 
males in different age groups. 

Information will be collected about 
all three types of self-concept from 
active and less active individuals, 
Stimpson said. 

Self-concept data will be collected 


from younger people here on campus |

For the ninth-straight time, BYU-

Mark Atuaia leading the Cougars 


ground attack. He rushed the ball 11 | 


times for 94 yards and scored one 
touchdown. 

Also, freshman Jamal Willis car- 
ried for 48 yards on just eight carries 
before leaving in the first half with 
cramps in both calves. 

Ty Detmer was again on top of his 
game, while fighting off a cold, for the 
second week inarow. He completed 
21 of 30 passes for 329 yards with two 
touchdowns and no interceptions. 

“We're getting better with each 
game. We’ve got to keep improving 
and getting better,” Detmer said. 
“We have the WAC coming up and 
that’s all that is left on our schedule. 
So, we have to get after it these next 
few weeks.” 

In the first half, the three touch- 
down drives went for 72, 80 and 80 
yards. In those, Detmer and Tuipu- 
lotu worked their magic each time. 

“There was a couple of times Ty 
was flushed out of the pocket and I 
just kind of happened to float into the 
right spot,” Tuipulotu said. “He kind 
of has a feel to where I’m at when he 
flushes.” 

During the first scoring drive, Det- 
mer scrambled out of pressure and 
dumped the ball off to Tuipulotu, who 
then scampered 19 yards to set up 
Detmer’s two-yard jaunt into the end- 
zone. The score was pushed to 10-0. 

On the next scoring drive, Detmer 
and Tuipulotu hooked up on a similar 
pass play, this time going for 29 
yards. 

Six plays later, Detmer tossed a 
10-yard touchdown pass to sopho- 
more Tyler Anderson to make it a 
17-0 advantage. 

That touchdown pass extended 
Detmer’s consecutive touchdown- 
pass-in-a-game streak to 29. 

In BYU’s final scoring drive of the 
half, as it was with the other two 
drives, Tuipulotu and Detmer hooked 
up for the big play. This one, for 48 
yards down the left sideline, set up 
Brad Clark’s two-yard touchdown re- 
ception with just two seconds left on 
the clock. 

While the Cougar offense easily 
moved the ball in the first half, the 
same cannot be said for USU’s of- 
fense. The BYU defense held the Ag- 


gies to just 62 yards in the first half 
and 281 yards for the game. Most of 
those came in the fourth quarter, 
when BYU’s second squad was on the 
field. 

“T think the front seven did an ex- 
cellent job, and the cornerbacks did a 
real good job covering the wideouts 
when they did pass,” said junior 
safety Derwin Gray. “So, overall the 
effort was good. We all played hard 
and we had our way up front with 
them.” 

For the second week in a row, the 
defense shut out the opposing team in 
the first three quarters.
